Dear Mr. Wood: 


Your letter of January 27, regarding the letter M on campaign 
badges, has come in. I have just called to the Society, but as you seem to 
be taking a day off, I am writing an expression of my beliefs regarding this, 
rather than wait until to-morrow to call youe Perhaps this is just as well 
any how, as you can read the letter when you feel like it instead of being in- 
terrupted with a lengthy conversation over the telephone. 


As far as I can make out from Mr. Emery's letter, his medal does 
have a number on the edge but no M. He is more or less drawing the conclusion 
that because his medal is made by Joseph Mayer & Co., and it says so on the box 
in which he received it, therefore, other medals that presumably do not come in 
a box marked with Joseph Mayer's name, have the letter M preceding the number to 
indicate that he is the manufacturer. 


As far as I know the Joseph Mayer Co., Seattle, Wash., made two 
campaign badges for the War Dept., the Spanish War Service Medal and the Mexican 
Border Service Medal. The Spanish Medal was authorized in 1919 but I do not know 
when it was distributed; the Mexican Medal was distributed in 1920, which date ap- 
pears on the box in which the medal was enclosed, but I do not know vhen the Mexican 
Medal was authorized. Putting these two facts together and taking into consideration 
the similarity inf design andthe facts that both were made by one manufacturer and 
that both were issued for similar types of service, I would say that they were au- 
thorized and distributed at the same time. 


In my estimation there is no more reasonable or logical explanation 
of the letter M than that it designates the Philadelphia Mint. And it seems en- 
tirely fitting that there should be some mark to differentiate the products of the 
Mint from medals of private manufacturers.
